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AWARDEN CASTLE, in Fiint- 
shire, the bourne of so many pil- 
erimages from this side of the At- 
lantic in the days when it was the 
home of the great Victorian 
statesman, William E. Gladstone, now 
passes, through the death in action in 
France last week of his grandson and 
heir, Lieut, William Glynne Charles Glad- 
stone, to his uncle, the Rev. Stephen 
Gladstone, the clergyman son of the 
“grand old man.” : 
Stephen Gladstone was for over thirty- 
two years—from 1872 until 1904—rector of 
the parish church of Hawarden, which is 
situated on the Gladstone estate, and 
where his father during his lifetime in-

But his relations with his widowed 
sister-in-law, the Hon. Mrs. Wimam 
Henry Gladstone, mother of the young 
officer who has just been killed in battle, 
became so strained after she had taken up 
her residence at the castle with her gon, 
ites owner, that Stephen found the rector- 
ship. untenable and resigned it about 
twelve years ago. 

It was a crue? wrench to him, for he 
had been born on the Hawarden estate, 
away back in the ‘40a, and had spent most 
of his youth there before filling the office 
of rector of the parish church for more 
‘than three decades.

Sir 
Stephen embarked upon wild mining op- 
erations in Staffordshire and the Haward- 
en estates were in consequence burdened 
with a debt of $1,500,000. 

, Inde6& Bir Stephen would have been 
obliged to selt his old home if Mr. Glad- 
stone hed not come to his brother-in4aw’s 
rescue, impoverishing himself for his 
gake. He spent all told some $1,800,000 
in preserving and developing the 
Hawarden property, and was reduced to 
such straitened circumstances in con- 
nection therewith that on one occasion 
he was obliged to sell by auction his 
cherished and valuable collection of 
porcelain, and at a later date to convert 
into cash his still more highly prized col- 
lection of books, the library which he left 
at his death consisting of works acquired 
subsequent to the sale in question.

When Sir Stephen Glynne died he left 
a Will bequeathing the Hawarden estate 
to hie brotvher-in-law’s eldest son, the 
late William Henry Gladstone, father of 
the young officer who has just been killed.

them.” Our right to sell, whether er- 
cised or not, ie at stake—a right chal- 


lenged by the British order in council. 

While international law does not give 
nor does it deny Uncle Sam the right to 
trade in munitions of war, leaving the 
settiement of this question to the disore- 
tion of neutral powers, it does not guar- 
antee the safety of the trade in arms and 
munitions. Belligerents have the right to 
seize or destroy such arms and munitions 
destined for the enemy, without compen- 
sation to the owner. On the other hand. 
the trade in foodstuffs is guarded by in- 
ternational law. Foodstuffs, as condi- 
tional contraband, are not liable to seis- 
ure, except under certain-conditions. __ 

Uncle Sam is upholding his right to 
trade in arms and munitions of war, hav- 
ing decided to take advantage of this 
open question in the law of nations. For 
this trade American as well as English 
bottoms are used. Unele Sam is not up- 
holding with the same energy his right 
to trade in foodstuffe—a right denied by 
the British order in council, not to Ger- 
many. but to Uncle Sam. Foodstuffs were 
sent to Germany in American bottoms. 
They did not need the protection of Ger- 
man warships, while arms and muni- 
tions would need this protection. They 
were protected by international law. 
What happened? I cite the case of 
Wilhelmina. , 

If England denies us this right; if we 
try—perhaps not hard enough—and fail 
to uphold this right, is it really illogical 
for Germany to protest against a right 
the exercise of which is left, under the 
law of nations, to the discretion of a neu- 
tral power—the right to sell arms and mu- 
rnitions of war?

These busy folk who ineist on holding 
the president to these primary policies 
of years ago overlook the fact that iv 
July of the same year the president wrote 
another letter to E. W. Grogen of Texas, 


which he said he believed that for some 
states state-wide prohibition was pos- 
ble and desirable, and that he had ‘no | 
reason to doubt from what I know of the 
circumstances that state-wide prohibi- 
tion is both practicable and desirable in 
Texas.’ 


Unfair to the President.
